The result cleariy is, that the appli- 
cant for homestead under the constitu 
tion of 1868 is entitled to the same and 


the legal title to the land was in the 
donor W. W. Hughes, at the time the 
plaintiff's judgment was obtained 
against him, inasmuch as that judgment 
bound all the property of the defen- 
dant therein from its date.

In what 
manner had he been divested of his 
legal ownerehip of the land in 1867 
when the plaintiff’s judgment was ob- 
tained against him? The parol gift of 
the land did not pass the title out of 
him, for the reason that title to land 
cannot be conveyed by parol in this 
state, and there is no pretense that 
there was any such part performance 
of the pe gift of the land under it, 
as would take it out of the operation of 
the statute and authorize a specific per- 
formance of that parol contract as pro- 
vided by the 3187th section of the code. 
But it is said that the donee under this 
parol gift and his legal representative 
had been in possession of the land for 
more than seven years, and therefore 
the land was not subject to be levied 
on to satisfy the plaintiff's judgment 
lien thereon, inasmuch as a gift of the 
land wou'd be preeumed from the 
donor to the donee, under the provi~ 
sions of the 2664th section of the code.

Colonel Frobel, who is the engineer in 
charge, began operations at the mouth 
of the Oconee about the middle of Au- 
gust last, and his working force nas 
reached Reuben’s cut,a point about 
forty miles from where the work was 
inaugurated. This cut-off has always 
been esteemed by pilots and river men 
one of the most serious obstacles to 
navigation between Macon and D:rien, 
and the Teiegraph learns with satisfac- 
tion that the work at that point has pro- 
gressed sufficiently far to make the 
navigation safe for rafts and steamboats 
passing it at all stages of water with or- 
dinary care on the part of the pilots.

stock and poultry relish it, but its chief 
value is a feed for hogs—for pork mak- 
ing. It is nutritious, sweet, oily and 
leasant to the taste. Hogs grow and 
atten rapidly on it; it is a cheap food 
too for making pork. Hogs have been 
seen leaving corn to eat the chufa. As 
a flesh producer the chufa is equal to 
corn. The chufa is much more produe-~ 

tive on one acre of ground than corn. 
The most suitabie soii for the chufa 
is a light, loose, sandy loam, rich in de- 
composed matter. Have your ground 
well prepared by deep plowing and 
thorough harrowing. After preparing 
the ground and planting your crop, 
keep out all weeds and grass until the 
plants shall occupy the entire ground 
in the drills. The tops of the chufa can 
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he agreeable sensation of drink 
ing a beverage never before known in 
this country, from a grade of tea worth 
in China and Japan from $5 to $14 per 
pound.”

The decimal progression would do 
away with all the inconsistencies, per- 
plexities and incon,ruities of the exist- 
ing system of weights and measures. 
The four first rules of arithmetic would 
be all that the average student would 
need; and it is claimed that the adop- 
tion of the metric system would, in 
solving mathemestical problems in our 
schools, save ove full year’s study ina 
boy or girl’s collegiate course. 

Mr. Stephens’ bill is so framed that 
the public use of the system would 
soon be followed by its use among the 
people. The real object of the bill is 
to advance the metric cause all over 
the world. It is the coming eystem of 
the world, and Mr. Stephens looks for- 
ward to the time when there shall be 
no diversity of method in determining 
the quantities of exchangeable com- 
modities. The metric system was 
adopted by France, after a long course 
cf agitation, about twenty-five years 
agv. Since that time it has been adopt- 
ed for use by more than half the in- 
habitants of the civilized world. It 
was legalized in Great Britain in 1864, 
and in Germany in 1868. Its adoption 
in the United States would speedily 
make it the world’s system. 

Some of the departments do not like 
it, The ancient mariner from the 
Wabash thinks it would ruin his char's 
and chartemaps, and the department 
of state “is indisposed to recommend 
the obligatory use ot the metrical sys- 
tem in all transactions between indi- 
viduals.’”’ But Mr, Stephens says that 
whenever a destiny pecomes manitest- 
ly inevitable it is the part of wisdom 
to advance to meet it, rather than to 
await the lingering process by which it 
must accomplish itself. The only way 
to remove the cumbrous system now 
in use isto adopt a common system, 
Such a system is offered in the metric, 
according to which the weight 
and dimensions of every 
material thing, “whether -solid, 
liquid, or gaseous, whether on land or 
on water, whetherin the earth orin 
the air, and whether determined by 
the scale, plummet, balance, barome 
ter, or thermometer are ascertained by 
a method absolutely uniform, entirely 
simple, and equally suitable to the use 
of ail mankind, resting upon a single 
invariable standard of linear measure, 


with multiplies and sub-multiplies, 
like those Ol Our monetary system, ex- 


clusively decimal, with appropriate 
names, similar in all languager; and 
itself secure against the possibility of 
change or loss through carelessness, or 
accident, or design, by being construc- 
ted on scientific principles and copied 
for distribution among the different 
nations of the world.” 

We hope Mr. Stephens’ bill will be« 
come law, even if it isj advisable to 
let aconsiderable period elapse before 
it takes effect.

“The latitudes in which tea is success 
fully cultivated in China, Assam and 
Japan correspond with those of the 
states of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia. 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
OsaroMMa, Louisiana, Alabama, Georgia, 
Tennessee, Kentucxy, Arkansas, Mis- 
souri and a portion of the Pacific 
Coast, and the conditions of 
ten.nerature, soil, etc., are 
also *out the seme. Successful ex- 
perimeétts in tea culture, already made 
in severa. of the states mentioned, 
amply justify the opinion that ii can 
be made an injustry in this country of 
immediate advantage and profit. A 
little calculation wiil show the profits 
which may be derived from an area of 
land containing 2,000 tea plants three 
years old.

The idea of transmitting the sounds of 
the human voice, with gnizable distinctness 
to long distances, wak one that startled the civs 
ilized world, but when a few well conducted 
experiments demonstrated its practicability and 
certainty, people ceased to wonder and accepted 
the fact as a matter of course. Now 
the telephone is an instrument of daily 
use and subserves purposes in trade and com-~ 
mercial communication that nothing else could. 
More fecently a still more astonishing discovery 
was made public, ip the fact’ that Professor 
Edison, the renouned electrician, had perfected 
A PHONOGRAFH, 
an instrument adopted from the telephone, 
whereby sound could be so artificially recorded 
as to be possible of reproduction at long periods 
of time, instead of distance. The words of a 
man to day, by this instrument, can be so re- 
corded as to be reproduced in tone, inflection, 
emphasis and distinctmese at tue remotes; 
lengths of time hereafter. Speeches in the senate 
to-day from Hill, Gordon, or Voorbees may thus 
be viviily reproduved to audiences generations 
ahead of us. The people of the tenth century 
after this may thus have the supreme pleasure 
of *‘hearing’’ gur orators as we now have the 
enj »yment in leas degree of reading the orations 
of Cicero, Demosthenes or ZZ chines. Butit has 
been reserved for an Atlanta man to discover 
A POSSIBILITY BEYOND ALL THESE. 


We are not permitted at this time to state 
specifically all the points belonging to the in- 
vention in question, but we can say that an ex~ 
amination of the working model leaves no room 
to doubt of its successful appHcation for the 
purpose designed. The “gentleman 0, 
whom we speak has carefully watchea 
the pregressive movements heretofore men- 
tioned, and from. themshe conceived the combi

2, A telegraphic instrument of the same na- 
ture as the printing telegraph, whereby the 
sounds may be registered by phonographic sigas 
upoa slips of paper, as in the printing telegraph. 

3. A delicate and ingenious instrument which 

indirates the siightest or loudest tones, and pro-

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would indicate them. 

4. An alphabet of sounds arranged upon 
phonographic principles, by which every cum- 
bination of sounds and infiection in language 
can be fully indicated. 

The entire machine is’elec tric and automatic, 
and the phonogiaphic combination made in 
much simpler shape than in the most primary 
stages of phonbdgraphy, are easily made by elec- 
tric action and as rapidly as the sounds are 
uttered. 

The main value of this instrument is that it 
will do away with all necessity for telegraph 
operators, requiring only one manin an office, 
and abolishing’ a vast amount of intermediate 
red-taperism in the telegraphy. It greatest 
advantage, however, will be to the 
newspaper press of the country, for with one of 
these simple instruments in the com posing roem, 

COPY FROM THE INSTRUMENT 
can be furnished to the printers, whose only 
previous preparation will be a day’s study of 
‘the phonographic alphabet in order to become 
familiar with thesigns, Once famuliar to the 
printer be can fake a piece of this copy and set 
it up in type as readily as reprint. 

A person to whom a message is addressed, un 
derstanding the signs, could read it as easily as 
theuxh printed in Roman type. 

The instrument is being rapidly perfected 
and the inventor hae no doubis of its great suc- 
eess and usefulness in the world’s affairs,
